Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4, 6-15, and 20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
independent claims (1 and 20) require, inter alia, an anchor member having spaced 
apart first and second pivot axes with the second axis elevated with respect to the first, 
and a seat cushion and seatback capable of independently pivoting to facially adjacent 
positions. While a case for obviousness was made involving the most closely related 
prior art references - Borsani (US Patent Number 2771 124) and Balk (US Patent 
Number 5707103), along with Japanese publication 406234337 to Kuroiwa - that one of 
ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated by the prior art's teachings to provide 
such a device, Applicant's response (see pre-appeal brief request for review filed 10 
October 2010) persuasively argues that such a combination would not be obvious and 
could not be reasonably expected to operate as claimed. Specifically, Borsani's device 
alone lacks an elevated second pivot axis, and, while Balk discloses such an axis, their 
combination would not be obvious nor would one of ordinary skill in the art have a 
reasonable expectation of success in combining the references.
